Their presence in Freeport was 
due to the fact that while going 
over the ship when it was being

’ The following is the text of the 
speech given by 1st Lieut. Duane F. 
Ohmann, of Virginia,. Minn., com¬ 
mander of “The ^irit of Freeport," 
at the Armistice Day ' rites'at the 
Municipal Stadium Saturday morn¬ 
ing: . ,' 

“Armistice Day has' become - an 
occasion when. .'we Americans not 
only qommehiorate an achievement 
in our bistovy, hut we. commemorate 
the individuals, soldiers, sailors 
and airmen,' living and . dead, who ■ 
by their. sacrifices have-made our 
country what' It is todhy. i 

“On this Armistice Day in 1950; 
opr country Is Involved in a tragic 
conflict with the Ccaruininlstic forces 
of North Korea., Right at this very, 
moment ‘Americans; afe dlelhg ‘on 
the battle fields of Korea. They are 
fighting and dicing, defending the 
American way of life. ... • ’ 

. .“For the first time In an unpre¬ 
cedented action the freedom loving 
people of the world have taken, up 
arms In a United action to fight for 
peace under the flag of the United 
Nations. 

“Through this International or¬ 
ganization established to maintain 
peace in the world we are very close 
to a cherished dream of mankind; 
to live in peace with our neighbor. 

“We owe it to the people who 
have sacrificed so much to our chil¬ 
dren and future generation once 
and for all to solve this prublem of 
world peace. 

“We owe it to Maj. Jones and his 
gallant B-29 crew who died on their 
last mission over Korea, Just before 
our squadron returned to the United 
States; 

“These men have given their lives 
fighting under the banner of the 
United Nations. Many others have 
also, made the supreme sacrifice. It 
is our duty, yours and mine to estab¬ 
lish tbis world peace that they died 
for, to make it a reality, to defend 
it In time of emergency. 

“The United Nations Is our high¬ 
est hoi)e for World Peace. Its suc- 
I cess will be one of the greatest gifts 
that we can give to mankind. 

“May God'give us the courage, the 
guidance and the strength to make 
this a reality in our life time." 

. In conclusion Lieut. Ohmann 
said he thanked everyone on be¬ 
half of himself and crew for making 
it possible for the men to come to 
Freeport.
